TWO WRECKS IN ERIE TUNNEL

ROCKS FALL FROM THE ROOF
AND DERAIll. TRAINS.
.

Fireman Soalded te Death —Many Passen-
gers Hurt, but Not Badly —One Engine
and Cab Upset —Trafile Tied Up—Nar
rew Esoape From Great Catastrophe.

A large section of trap rock which fell
from the roof of the Frie Railroad tunuel
pear the eastern entrance in Jersey City
yesterday morning and broke into several
pleces was responsible for the wrecking of
two passenger trains thirty seconds after
they had passed each other, the scalding to
death of a brave flreman who remained at
Jia post and the suspension of all traffic
through the tunnel for ten hours. A doren
or more passengers were injured, but with
one exception all were able to go to their
homes

The wrecked trains were 206 of the North-
ern Railroad of New Jersey which left the
Jersey City depot at 7:24 bound for Nyack
and 604 of the Greenwood Lake division,
crowded with commuters, which was due
at Jersey City ten minutes later. The
westbound train was In charge of Con-
ductor Matthew Broa with W. 8. Requa as
engineer and Frank De Groat as fireman.
The incoming Greenvood Lake train which
tared the worst was in charge of Conductor

8 J “nyder. The engineer was George E.
MeKirnon and the fireman was Wtﬁrun
Marks

A clear track through the tunnel was
given the westbound train by the oper-
ator in the sigual tower and 1t wae rune
ning at about tweuty miles an hour when

the pilot of the locomotive struck two
or three big rocks 200 feet from the
oper\ug Tﬁen was & terrific jolt as

the engine pushed one boulder along the
ties and threw the others to the eastbhound
track. Mnally the pilot bent and the en-

ne climbed "over the rock deroiling all
the cars in the train. The guard rail alcng
the side of the tunnel prevented the cars
from going very far, ai.d none of the pas-
sengers siffered anytling worwe than a
severn shaking up.

The train came to a atop two or three
hundred feet from the place where it struck
the plle of rocks just as the eastbound train
whizzed by ()vdn' to the darkness En-

weer McKinnon of the eastbound train

id not see that the Nyack train was in
trouble or that there was danger ghead.
His engine struck the rocks wkich had
been hurled from the westbound track
and he jammed off his stearn. While the
traln was slowing down the engine reached
the apot where the roof of the tunnel had

ven, way and then crashed into another

wider

The engine jumped the track and bumped
over the rails, pushing the rock almost 10
the mouth of the tunnel, where it rolled
off the track. The engine and tender fell
over on the westho! track, some thirty
feet outaide the tunnel, and the train cams
to a standstill. The smoker next the tender
swung around at the tunnel’'s mouth, turned
over on its side and blocked both tracks
The remaining four cars were not derailed.

Wild excitement ensued as the passcngers
—mostly all commuters on their way to

work In this city -juinped from the plat-
forma and lhmu‘h windows and rushed
out of the tunnel. The smoke-laden air
was filled with bits of flying glasse and |
splinters.  Engineer McKinnon and Fue-
man Marks remained in their cab with
apparently no thought of hu\'ing‘ their
n

posta. They were pinned down the |
wreck. Fireman Marks was terribly
scalded over his entire bhody He was |

taken to St. Francis Hoepital and died In
territle agony shortly after 8 o'elock. He
was 28 years old and was married. His
wife was unable to reach him before he
died

Eugineer McKinnon was scalded on the
legs and about the body and received a
scalp wound. It was sald at the hospital
last night that he will recover. Others
removed to St. Francis's Hospital were
J h Morris, 18 yeurs old, of Laurel and
lm avenuea, Arlington, scalded on the
leg. Franklin F. Ketcham, 22 years old, a
clerk living at Montelair, lacerated wrist;

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KINGS PATRONAGR MUST GOr

New Aets Wil & Register's, SheriT's and
County Qlerk’'s Offices on Jan. 1.

The State Civil Service Commissioners
consented yesterday to allow the classifioa-
tion of subordinate places in the offices of
Register, Bheriff and County Clerk of Kings
oounty to remain as it {s pending a decislon
of the oourts on the constitutionality of the
three lawe which changed the three county
offices from fee offices 1o salary offlces.

“In postponing more defluite action on
this matter,* said Willlam M. Colller, chalr-
man of the Commission, “we act at the re-
quest of the county officers-elect who do
not want any change. Lisut.-Gov. Wood-
ruff and a lawyer representing Sheriff-
elect CGuden, County Clerk-eloot Hartz-
heim and Register-elect Neal, attanded the
hearing, and all spoke agalnst any re-
claseification In the Kings ocounty offices
at the present time.”

Chalrman Collier and his assoclate com-
missioners all expressed the oplnion, un-
officlally, that a reclassification will be
necessary after Jan. 1, because of the three
acts abolishing fees, and that many place-
holders in these three offioces will be ousted
at the end of the vear.

“There is nothing in the present regula-
tions,” said Mr. Collier, *which wil! keep
shem In office. After Jan. 1 all appoint-
menta In these offices, except a fow exompt
by law, must he made from eligihle li<ts
and In accordsnce with civil service regu-
lations. If there are no lists in existenoe
temporary appointments iay be wmade
for not more than a month *
